Notes From D.A.

Seed Grain is available through 
the seed firms in this province now. 
The Department of Agriculture is 
assisting in the distribution of seed 
to farmers of areas Where seed de- 
mand is high. The government of 
Alberta has provided storage bins 
with a total capacity of approxi- 
mately 100.000 bus. There are a 
number of areas Which are classed 
as distvess areas, This indicates no 
seed and no cash to purchase seed 
A policy has been established where- 
by farmers can sign lien forms for 
seed vequirements. The Mountain 
View Municipality is not in this class 
Seed grein is now moving through 
the seed companies with comme:- 
cial number 1 and 2 oats at approxi- 
mately $1.35 per bus. commercial 
barley seed $1.50 - $1.06 F.O.B. These 
prices are for truck loads.

In she field of religion, many con- 
flicts have arisen over the rights of | 
the individual to act according to his | 
own conscience and to make up his | 
own creed. In the political and| 
religious world, we are faced by the | 
fact that the doctrine that the maj- 
ority has the right 
disorted in the doctrine that the, 
majori‘y has the total and only right 
to rule. This inevitably leads to 
totalitarianism.

Better 


Agriculture 
In Alberta 


— 


Alberta's Department of Ag- 
riculture was organized when 
the Province was created in 
1905. Its objective is the con- 
stant improvement of farming 
practice, so that the farmer 
May receive the greatest re- 
turn for his efforts without 
impairing the soil’s fertility.. 

The work of the department 
is curried on under a number 
of branches, each staffed with 
men and women having special 
training and experience, 

The Field Crops Branch has 
four divisions, all concerned 
with better crops and the im- 
provement of cropping meth- 
ods. These are: 

1. Crop Improvement; This 
division assembles and distrib- 
utes information about crops 
and varieties of seed, Special 
emphasis is placed on forage 
crops. The use of better seed 
is encouraged and  contribu- 
tions are made toward the cost 
of municipal seed cleaning 
plants. 

2. Weed Control and Soil 
Conservation: Working closely 
witn the Agricultural Service 
Boards, this division strives for 
increased returns to the farmer 
through better land use. 

u. Horticulture: This division 
inciudes the provincial horti- 
cultural station at Brooks and 
a forest nursery station at Oli- 
var. Information on trees, 
fruits, flowers, lawns and veg- 
etables is provided, and im- 
provement of home grounds 
encouraged. A tree planting 
program with an objective of 
100,000,000 trees is well under- 
Way. 

4. Crop Protection: This div- 
ision seeks to control pests and 
diseases. Information is dis- 
tributed, and active campaigns 
for the control of field crop in- 
sects, rat migration and live- 
stock predators waged. 

The Agricultural Extension 
Service Branch, through the 
preparation and distribution of 
useful information, helps farm- 
el's to improve the effectiveness 
of their operations. To this 
end the branch employs 47 dis- 
trict agriculturists, 16 district 
home economists, a staff of 
supervisors as Well as special- 
ists in agricultural engineer- 
ing, nutrition and home design, 
Many thousands of public 
mectings, home visits and of- 
fice interviews are held cacn 
year Agricultural statistics 
are compiled for general use, 
and Alberta's Master Farm 
Family program honoring ou:- 


® standing families in tive sec- 


tions of the province is con- 
jucted by the branch. 

The Radio and Information 
Branch is responsible for the 
vadio program "Call of the 
Lana.’ Information of agri- 
cultural interest is broadcast 
Monday through Friday fron 
six Alberta radio stations, and 
printed releases are prepa.ed 
and distributed weekly to the 
farm press and others, 

The Pouly Branch assists 
farmers With their poulwy en- 
terprises. Flocks supplying 
eggs to hatcheries are tested 
“und an experimental breeder 
farm is operated at Oliver, 

The Agricultural Branch is 
concerned with the promotion 
and efficiency of bee-keeping. 

Schools of Agriculture and 
Home Economics are operated 
by the department at Olds, 
Vermilion and Fairview. Prac- 
tical two-year courses in ag- 
riculture are offered to boys, 
and in home economics to girls, 
Courses start in October and 
continue until early April. 

The Branch of Veterinary 
Services seeks to reduce disease 
losses to the livestock and 
poultry industries, to this end 
maintaining a modern labora- 
tory for diagnostic services. 

The Livestock Branch pro- 
motes better breeding in cattle, 
sheep and swine through the 
sreater use of purebred sires, 
and encourages improvement 
generally through recommend- 
ed teeding and management 
practices, 

The Dairy Branch is con- 
verned With improvement of 
the dairy industry from the 
raw to the finished product. As 
Well as directing attention to 
production on the farm, this 
branch is responsible for dairy 
factory and frozen food locker 
plant inspections.
